“This almanac carried the name and ideas of

his newspaper in phrases of double meaning. 
. «+ What Franklin didn’t dare say, the good

' erary almanac issued by a certain Richard Saun- 


ders. So when. he returned to America and 
founded his own printing shop in ‘Philadelphia, 
he had his.‘partner, Thomas Godfrey, write an 
almanac which he publishe@ for three years, 
from 1729.to'1731.. He also printed an almanac 
for J. Jermann and imported copies of “Poor 


Robin” from England to sell in his print shop,
